HIS COLUMN has been asked to 
interpret Britain's Intervention 
in the Greek political crisis to pre­ 
vent. as Prime Minister Churchill 
hii made clear, any attempt to "im- 
pc.se by violence a Communist dic- 
taforship”—a crisis which is produc­ 
ing fresh bloodshed in ancient Ath* 
ens as this is written. 
Well, that's perhaps a thankless 
bu: needful task, since this situation 
•likes me as giving us in miniature 
a very accurate picture of the whole 
E iropean political-social upheaval 
An understanding of the position is 
particularly necessary in view of 
W ashington's announcement yester­ 
day of a "hands off'' policy per­ 
il tting liberated nations to work 
out their own political salvation 
along Democratic lines without out- 
■ sd* interference. 
There is focused in this fiery lit­ 
tle 
Balkan 
kingdom 
of 
Greece, 
which stands at one of the world's 
strategic cross-roads, all the ele­ 
ments that are ushering in a new 
era on the continent. So let's re­ 
state those elements as .an aid to 
visualization: 
Russia is coming out of the war 
as the dominant power of Europe. 
a role long held by Britain. John 
Bull naturally is increasingly active 
in trying to salvage what he can of 
his old prestige. Coincidentally many 
continental countries, distraught by 
two world wars within a generation, 
ait- .seeking eagerly—almost frenzi­ 
edly in some cases—for solution of 
great economic, social and political 
problems. 
These seekers after relief are 
tending towards the left. In most 
cases Communism tit isn’t always 
dear whether it's the Moscow brand 
or a local product) is playing a 
st: orig role. This is true in most 
of the remaining monarchies of the 
continent, and Greece is an out­ 
standing example. 
Now While tub spread of Com­ 
munism certainly can’t be abhorrent 
t Russia, it isn t calculated to help 
John Bull maintain hi* place in the 
sun This is particularly true as re- 
Hards the monarchies, for Britain’s 
throne wants company. 
When you add all this up it seems 
to me to provide one cogent reason 
why John Bull la 
intervening 
in 
Greece, which long has been in his 
sphere of influence. Its a mighty 
important point in that sphere, too. 
for it not only is sentinel of the 
Balkans but lies almost athwart 
the Dardanelles, famous waterway 
between the Black sea 
and 
the 
Mediterranean. Aa the signs now 
read. Russia may soon be sailing 
through this strait as a great sca­ 
lloper to challenge (peacefully, but 
till to challenge) Britain's domina­ 
tion of the Mediterranean which 
perhaps more than any other single 
factor has maintained England as 
the gendarme of Europe. 
OI course, as Churchill says, con­ 
flict between the Qreek government 
and armed guerrillas (the Leftists) 
makes it impossible for Britain to 
tarry out relief measures in the 
sti u ken country. He also promises 
that the people shall have a free 
choice of government. 
Still, the Greek imbroglio isn't an 
is lated instance. Britain also is 
supporting the Bonomi government 
in Italy, which is having hard sled- 
cmg against Communist and other 
D i’u-t opposition that is against 
the monarchy. London also has 
turned 
thumbs-down 
on 
Count 
Sforza for Italian foreign minister. 
The count reputedly leans toward* 
the left and 
is 
anti-monarchist. 
Similarly England is supporting the 
Belgian government. 
In all this Moscow has sat very 
tit tit.

Purchase of a 20-acre tract 
of 
land near the site of the city’s pro­ 
posed 3,000,000-gallon water reser­ 
voir southwest of the city was au­ 
thorized by city council in a reser- 
olution adopted Tuesday night. 
Besides the resolution the council­ 
men voted approval of five miscel­ 
laneous ordinances.

service director to buy the land at 
a price of $1,400 following examina­ 
tion of the abstract title by the city 
solicitor. 
Chairman Arch Wentz of coun­ 
cils water committee explained that 
the additional ground would serve 
a dual purpose in that it would pro­ 
vide a drainage 
section for 
the 
overflow from the new reservoir 
and also provide a potential well 
field. 
The contract for construction of 
the huge water basin, and connect­ 
ing pipe lines was awarded to the 
Schulo Construction Co. of Akron 
last week by the city board of con­ 
trol after bids had been deceived 
from five firms. The Akron con­ 
cern’s low bid of $64,053 includes 
excavation, drainage and pipe line 
installations Almost two miles of 
pipe line will extend from the city 
mains to the reservoir which wil 
be situated about two miles south­ 
west of the city and about a half- 
mile east of the Newgarden road.

The Third army battered across the Saar river at 
six places today, burst into Sarreguemtne.s and drove hard down the lost 
six miles to Saarbrucken, burning little Pittsburgh of the Saarland and 
the whole key to the rich German coal and iron basin. 
Patrols crossed the river at a seventh place, at Merzig 16 miles north­ 
west of infested Saarlautem , where Germans still held out lh strong 
knots around concrete advance posts of the Siegfried line. 
Lt. Gen George S. Patton's assault Woops fought Into the Siegfried 
line itself at two places beyond the river in the Saarlautem area. 
Texans of the 90th Infantry crossed the Saur early today in assault 
boats at four new places in a two and a half mile stretch between
